prominently situated at the junc- 
tion of Phillips and Central streets 
is one of the many old Andover 
homes with just such a heritage. 
It was built in 1763 by Deacon 
Daniel Poor, a prosperous farmer, 
who as a member of the historic 
band of Minute Men had pledged 
himself to forsake his duties and 
take up the fight against the 
British at a minute’s notice. 
Fought In Revolution 

Along with many other Andover 
men he took part in the fighting at 
Lexington and Concord and at the 
Battle of Bunker Hill he served 
under Capt. Benjamin Farnum, 
also a local man. It is reported 
that during this battle Daniel 
Poor’s family could observe the 
sky fire from Holt’s Hill and hope- 
fully prayed for his safe return. 
Their prayers were answered when, 
after serving seven years with the 
Army of the Revolution, he re- 
turned to Andover to become, in 
1794, the Deacon of the South 
church, a position he held for 19 
years. 

Sixteen years after the Deacon’s 
death, in 1814, the house became 
the property of Francis Cogswell, 
a lawyer from Ossipee, N.H. who mar- 
ried Mary Sykes Marland, daugh- 
ter of Abraham Marland of Andover.

The association has withheld its approval until it has a 
chance to examine plans for the building. 

The Finance committee has held back its comment un- 
til a specific amount of money is named by the school 
committee on the floor of town meeting. 

We agree that $980,000 is a lot of money. It will sub- 
stantially increase the town’s burden in the next few 
years as interest and principal payments become due. , 

But who are we — or who is any citizen — to, in effect 
say, ‘‘we know more about school construction than the 
architects; more about building costs than the estimating 
engineers; more about the educational needs of the school 
than the school committee.” 

While the school committee and the architects can and 
should be questioned about their decisions; so under- 
standing can be attained, it is hard to see where indivi- 
dual voters can expect to suggest types of construction, 
methods of drawing plans or the inclusion or exclusion of 
rooms and facilities said to be needed for educational 
purposes that have not already been considered by the 
professionals, 

We must accept the fact that the school committee and 
the superintendent of schools must be more aware of the 
needs than any of us; that the architects, chosen after 
interviews with several firms, are competent. 

We feel that sharp questioning will bring full under- 
standing of the plans and the cost of construction — and 
then one single question will remain: 

Can the town afford to spend the money? 

That is the basic question. We feel the answer is yes. 

Suitable haqusing for school children is an absolute 
necessi y. Figures show that the new building will not 
go too far beyond housing those youngsters demanding 
immediate space. A few rooms, it is true, will be vacant. 
But that is planning for the future — build the 18 rooms 
now, knowing that they will be filled up within a matter 
of a very few years, 

The other way is to plan for the present, build 12 rooms 
and fill them immediately. Then add six more soon and 
eventually pay more for the completed 18-room building 
than is now estimated, 

We can see no other answer than to approve the new 


building as it is recommended by the school committee.

It is well to 
know and this wasnot brought out 
in the committee’s report that all 

purchases over $100 must be put 
out to bid. Other than tax forms, 
town Clerk’s forms, paper, pen-

“This town manager plan is a 
‘‘whim’’, strong or comparatively 
so in the rural states such as 
Maine where there is no state 
supervision over accountS aS we 
have here in this commonwealth. 
Incidentally the state audit just 
completed under the supervision 
of the division of accounts of the 
commonweaith does not make one 
recommendation or correction. In 
fact, it found all accounts in our 
town in very excellent condition 
and has given Andover an AA 
rating.

SPEED-UP PLAN 


(Continued from Page One) 


‘During the last week or two 
many persons have asked me ab- 
out the length of the town meet- 
ing scheduled for Saturday, March 
10. They have nearly all shown 
considerable concern and have in- 
dicated that they fear an adjourn- 
ment to future time at which a 
quorum might not be present. 

“Ihave reviewed the procedure 
followed at previous meetings 
and am convinced that anywhere 
from one hour to an hour and three 
quarters can be saved by the fol- 
lowing changes: 

‘*], Dispense with the reading 
by the Moderator of each article. 
(Saving: one hour, your patience 
and the Moderator’s voice.) 

‘I have read aloud the articles 
from five through 80 and find that 
it actually takes 55 minutes to an 
hour. There is no legal require- 
ment that each article be read al- 
oud prior to action. Since I intend 
to rule that the reading of the ar- 
ticles will be dispensed with, I 
urge each voter to have with him 
or her at the meeting a copy of the 
warrant and the Rinsho com- 
mittee’s report. 

“2. Lump together in one vote 
all items under Article 4 about 
which there is no dispute or ab- 
out which no one has questions. 

“I propose to do this in the 
following manner after a brief ex- 
planation at the meeting: 

“I will read the number of each 
item as listed in the Finance Com- 
mittee’s report and pause a mom- 
ent. If anyone wishes to vote for 
any amount for that item other 
then the amount recommended by 

the Finance committee, or, wish- 
es to question the item, he ‘should 
so signify by calling out ‘pass’. 
I will then check that item and 
continue on through all the others 
in the same manner. 

“I will then announce that it 
has been moved and seconded that 
the amounts recommended by the 
Finance committee for items num- 
bered (here I will read the item 
numbers not ‘‘passed’’) be raised 
and appropriated therefor. After 
action has been taken on these 
items by one vote, I will go back 
and take up separately each item 

‘‘passed’’. (Saving:-1/2 to 3/4 of 
an hour, your patience and the 
moderator’s voice.) 

This procedure is recognized 
prac tice in many communities and 
is in my opinion well worth while. 
It is in no sense ‘a “‘railroading”’ 
as it affects only items which are 
not in dispute or questioned. It is 
proper for the moderator to rule, 
under such circumstances, that 
the recommendations of the Fin- 
ance committee be taken as a mo- 
tion made and seconded.
